He returned to Har¬ 
vard to earn his MA and 
Ph.D degrees and then spent 
six months as a Post Doc¬ 
toral Fellow at Harvard 
University before becoming 
affiliated with the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Tech¬ 
nology. He lives with his 
family at 286 E. Alegria.

Sense on Books 


state Superintendent of Public Instruction Maxwell 
Rafferty made an eminently sensible suggestion the other 
day when he endorsed a bill now before the Legislature 
which would give to elementary school districts the same 
privilege of picking their own textbooks that is now en¬ 
joyed by high school districts. 

The bill, offered by Gordon Winton, Merced Democrat, 
would provide boards governing grades 1 through 8 free 
textbooks from a master list to be selected by the Curicu- 
lum Commission. The five best texts at any one grade level 
would be selected, and the master list sent to local boards 
for their selection. 

The Curriculum Commission selections would be, as 
they are now in the case of high school texts, based on 
screening and evaluation by several thousand teachers, ad- 
minstrators and laymen. The Rafferty-Winton plan would 
give local boards the benefit of this advice, yet also leave 
room for a conmendable range of choice based on local 
preferences. 

As was to be expected. Dr. Rafferty’s proposal was 
greeted by a challenge from the State Board of Education, 
which with Govrnor Brown, opposed an identical bill last 
year. Nathaniel S. Colley, of the Board, warned Dr. Raf¬ 
ferty not to commit the Department of Education to any 
proposed legislation without prior approval by the board. 
Which was a gratuitous slap, since the Superintendent had 
specifically said he had “no idea at all how the State Board 
of Education feels about this,” adding, “but our goals are 
basically the same.’ 

Lot us hope they are. A multitude of parents will agree 
with Dr. Rafferty that local choice of texts has very real 
advantages.

Prior to 1968 there will 
be little or no revenue from 
power or other sources in 
the water system to pay the 
interests costs on bonds is¬ 
sued to construct such ini¬ 
tial project as the Oroville 
dam. 

Ordinarily, the general 
fund could pay this interest 
until revenues are sufflcieiit

makes such an additional 
drain on the general fund 
most impractical. 

This fiscal situation lias 
led the Department of 
Water Resources to come 
forth with their controver¬ 
sial proposal to sell some 
$325 million of revenue 
bonds — bonds supported 
by the potential power reve¬ 
nues from the Oroville- 
Thermalito power complex. 

Not only can these bonds 
cover initial Interest 

charges, but they also have MrS. JerOme SeitZ will 
the advantage of Increasing 
construction capital b y 
some $250 million, a hedge 
against increeising prices 
and costs over the total con¬ 
struction period of the pro¬ 
ject. 

There are, however, sev¬ 
eral problems in utilizing 
revenue bonds. 

In the first place, the Leg¬ 
islative Counsel for the Leg¬ 
islature has delivered an 
opinion which strongly and 
flatly denies the legal basis 
for issuing these bonds. In 
their interpretation, the 
Burns-Porter Act pledged all 
the revenues from all pro¬ 
ject sources for the retire¬ 
ment of the $1.75 billion 
general obligation bonds 
(approved by the voters in 
1960) and therefore the de¬ 
partment cannot pledge the 
power revenues to the re¬ 
tirement of revenue bonds. 

Although a 1960 opinion of 
the Attorney General’s of¬ 
fice contradicts this ruling, 
at the very least, a court 
test over the legality of such 
financing would have to be 
entered, with a strong 
chance that it would invali¬ 
date the issuing of such 
bonds. 

Furthermore, a legal
